used to cut down the public debt ii 
would make the need for raising reve 
nue by taxation just that much less 
Mr. Mellon argues that by paying off

the government are reduced and the 
tax payer benefits accordingly, 


But congress has slowly been get- 


ting itself into a different frame of 
mind about the need for early retire- 
ment of the public debt, It has been 
advanced, for example, that the gov- 
ernment is borrowing money at lew 
rates of interest and can retire Li- 
berty bonds rapidly because of its re- 
markable credit position, 
MELLON FOR QUICK PAYMENT 
Also ever since tho United States 


began giving foreign governments 62 
years within which to pay war debts, 
members of congress have argued that 
it •was not necessary for the American 
people to pay off their debt any soon- 
er than 25 or 80 years. At the pres- 
ent rate of retirement, tho publics debt 
may be wiped out in less than twenty 
years and some statisticians have es- 
timated that it may be sixteen years 
more. In all depends, of course, on 
the productivity of the tax rate, and 
the continued prosperity of Ameri- 
ca. Mr. Mellon says that while the 
surpluses are big now they may not 
always be so and that the United 
States had better pay its debts quick- 
ly so the dollars will never be at a dis- 
count.

At His Death, Friend Says 


New York—W)—The world's great 


est lover was one ef the world's poor- 
est financiers. 


If Rudolph Valentino had any bank 


balance at all when he died it was but 
a few hundred 
dollars, 
his 
close 


friend, Joseph M. Schenck, hazards. 


Last year tho 'sheik" earned be- 


tween a million and a milKon and a 
quarter dollars—and spent virtually 
every cent of it. 


There was no reverence for money 


in "Rudy's" makeup. There was" no 
bent for its accumulation. 


Valentino was prodigal, gullible. 
"If he saw something he wanted, 


wnether an automobile, a tapestry, or 
a fishing pole, he bought it, regard- 
less of price," says Schenck, head of 
United Artists. 


"I should judge, his home at Holly- 


wood was worth 175.000. He always 
owned four or five cars, and some 
riding horses. 


"For his home he bought many 


paintings and tapestries—often at In- 
flated prices. He had a collection of 
fencing foils,' and another of runs. 


"Anybody could 'touch' him. 
"He carried $50,000 personal insur- 


ance. Friends often advised him to 
increase this, amount, but here again 
ValeatiaoVs <dUre«ard of jioney was 


manifest. 
Accumulating wealth 
in 


life or leaving it in death meant noth- 
ing to him. 


"But fro 
his business 
manager 


Georgo Ullman, he might easily have 
died/broke.' " 


Valentino 'had a 50 per cent .inter- 


est in the net profits of "The Son of 
fEo Sheik" and "The Eagle," These 
two pictures sUH are playing over the 
country, and the 
Valentino estate 


doubtless will receive a comfortable 
amount from them. 


His salary from the productions or- 


ganization of 
United Artists 
was 


16500 per week—$339.000 per year. 


For making each of his earlier pic- 


tures of importance. Valentino gener- 
ally received $200,000 and a 25 per 
cent share of the profits. 


So far as Schenck knows, Valentino 


never invested In stocks or bonds and 
owned no real estate other than bis 
home. 


Thus his estate is without "quick 


assets" other than, his insurance. 


Both his parents are dead. Valen- 


tino was unusually fond of hi* broth- 
er, Alberto Gugllelml, and his sister 
Maria. He was devoted too, to Al- 
berto's children. Schenck points out.

Records Show Kaukauna Is 
Oldest Community In County 


The old argument over the oldest 


settlement in Outagamie-co again has 
cropped up and champions from each 
section of the county have arisen in 
defence of their separate districts. 


There is no way of definitely prov- 


ing the first place to be settled m the 
county. However, according to a his- 
tory of Outagamie-co. the region of 
Kaiil:auna was the first to be visited 
by a white . man, Dominique Du- 
charme settling on the bank of the 
Fox river there in 1790 or 1798. as 
near as can be determined The city 
of KauKauna was not platted until 
Oct. 
20. 1851. and 
its incorporation 


followed at a still later date. 


The townships of Grand Chute and 


Ellington were pioneered next, accord- 
ins' to the history. The first land 
claim was made in Ellington in 1845, 
and it is believed that land was taken 
in the same year in Grand Chute, al- 
though the first certain record is of 
land taken in that township in 1S46 by 
Bela B Murch. 


Third places 
goes 
to Greenville, 


\\here the first land_ was taken by 
Francis Perry in 1847". It is claimed 
that Hortonia w as founded in the same 
year, or even before, although prob- 
ably the first authentic record of a 
land grant there is that of Alonzo E. 
Horton, in 1848. In 1852 Hortonia was 
divided, and 
half of the 
township 


was made into Embarrass. 


In 1848 the Barry family took land 


in the town of Center and the Duncan 
McNabb family went to Osborn. 


In 1850 Alvin. Burnell was the first 


white man "to settle in the town of 
Liberty. On Dec. 16, 1851, the town- 


l 


ship of Medina was created, following 
a division of Hortonia. 


A brief note from 1853 states that 


the first election was held in Maple 
Creek during that year. This year 
also marked the creation of the town 
of Bovma by the county board. 


In 1854 schools were being main- 


tained in Oneida, but 
the date of 


founding was missed. That year also 
found David Stinson and his son-in- 
law, 
George Speers. along with Paul 


Greeley and a Mr. Whitmore. settling 
in the town of Maine. A record of the 
platting of Hortonvuie is also made in 
1854, 
although historians have never 


been able to agree on the date of the 
arrival of the first settler. 


Seymour had its beginning in 1S57 


when the William and John Ausborne 
families settled there. George Welch 
was the first known settler at Black 
Creek, also in 1857, although the town 
was not platted until 1S71 and incor- 
porated on Jan. 25, 1904. 


In 1865 John T. Pierce and son Si- 


las and Lloyd G. Walker took land in 
the town of Cicero. The origin of 
Kimberly is given as 1883. with the 
start of the Kimberly-Clark mills, al- 
though it is probable that the town 
had settlers several years previous to 
that'time. 


According to old records which are 


to be found in Outagamie-co court 
house, the city of Appleton was laid 
out and platted with 53 blocks on 
Sept. 12, 1849. This is the earliest 
platting date on record in the coun- 
ty. Appleton was not known as such 
then, but was platted as the village of 
Lawsburgh.,In 1860 Little Chute was 
platted, followed 
by Springville 
in 


1851, Hortonville in 1854. Stephens

A LAW FOR EVERYTHING! 


Some political excitement was occa- 


sioned \vhen it was found that neither Mr. 
Blaine. Mr. Ekern nor -Mr. Zimmermann 
had 
complied 
with one of "Wisconsin's 


laws requiring candidates for office who 
have an interest in newspapers to file 
statements thereof with the County Clerk, 
presumably to give the public-information 
of such interest, so that it may properly 
appraise the vahi^.of matters printed in 
newspapers where the interest lies. The 
law apparently declares invalid the elec- 
tion of any such candidate that may have 
failed to so file. 


It is to be hoped that if either of the 


gentlemen named is elected to office he 
will not be incapacitated by reason of this 
law because it is entirely technical and 
serves no useful purpose. 


But dusting off and bringing this law 


to light also indicates something of the 
system that has been prevailing in Mad- 
ison in the passage of laws as well as the 
utter hopelessness upon the part of our 
people, even trained lawyers themselves 
like Mr. Blaine and Mr. Ekern. to keep 
up with the legislature. -" 


Though the purpose of the law itself be 


good it ^ras unnecessary and uncalled for" 
because it is a duplication of an already 
existing law which covers the entire na- 
tion.

Of course the Democrats will try 
to win them back. The Republican can- 
didates will have their work cut out for 
them, to hang on. 


Oklahoma should give an especially fine v 


exhibition. Here the Democratic senatorial 
nominee is Representative Elmer Thomas, 
one of the ablest members of the lower 
house of Congress, and a courageous and 
outspoken one. as well. That he will make 
Senator John AY. Harreld extend himself 
is more than a safe bet. 


The Republicans hold the advantage in 


industrial sections of the country, the in- 
dustries having prospered and wages be- 
ing high under a Republican regime. They 
are at a disadvantage in the farming dis- 
tricts, the farmers being in distress, 
though Republican orators will insist that 
it is not now as bad as it was. They are 
at the further disadvantage of holding a 
good many seats in Congress which Demo- 
crats normally hold. Some, at least. a? 
these seats are likely to revert to the Dem- 
ocrats. 
They will not be losses, in the 


real sense of the word, but they will look 
like it and will hurt. 


The Republicans can afford a fc-w loss- 


es in the House of Representatives, but 
mighty few in the Senate. They are trou- 
bled by too murh insurgency in their own 
ranks.

The few 
youns: children who do know enough to do so 
have learned this principle of hygiene at home 
not in the school." 


A school nurse writes from Paterson:

ed. You may be interested to know that the av- 
erage kindergarten pupil in the majority if not 
all of our schools can tell you why they are 
taught to cover noseband mouth when coughinfr 
or sneezing.
